Add Miseries 
To Flood Area 


Colder Weother 
Puts Brake on 
Rampaging Rivers 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Heavy mountain snows and 
gusty coastal winds lashed the 
northern California flood area 
Sunday at the end of a week of 
unprecedented torrential rains, 
adding 
to 
the 
suffering 
of 
hundreds still marooned 
and 
hampering relief and rescue 
work. 
But the colder weather has 
put a brake on rivers that had 
rampaged from the mountains 
to the Pacific Ocean in the 
hardest hit area — Oregon and 
northern California. 
More snow in the mountains 
and wind and rain below were 
forecast for today. 
The Columbia dropped enough 
in Washington to permit start of 
cleanup work. The flood threat 
appeared over in Idaho but the 
little town of St. Joe, population 
75, in the Panhandle, still was 
without electricity. In Nevada 
the Truckee River withdrew its 
threat to Reno. 
California 
counted 
19 flood 
dead with the confirmation Sun­ 
day that four had drowned when 
a helicopter plunged into the 
Eel River 40 miles south of Eu­ 
reka Saturday. Seven died in 
another California ‘copter crash 
last Tuesday north of Eureka. 
Oregon reported 
18 deaths 
from flood action 
The Red Cross listed 16,300 
families as suffering major loss­ 
es 
to 
homes, 
businesses or 
farms 
in Oregon, 
California 
Idaho and Washington. 
No official estimate of dam­ 
age was available, but rough 
guesses by leaders of relief and 
rescue operations put it at close 
lo $1 billion. 
Five-hundred persons — Min­ 
ers, loggers and their families 
— were marooned in several 
communities along the Klamath

State of Union 
Talk Due Jan. 4 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (A P) 
— President Johnson will stress 
“ achievement of the full poten­ 
tial of our resources” in his 
State of the Union message. 
The message will be delivered 
to a joint session of Congress at 
9 p m., Jan. 4 — opening day of 
the new Congress. 
To those seeking a clue as to 
the tone of his State of the Un­ 
ion message, Johnson is refer­ 
ring them to an article he wrote 
for the 1958 winter issue of the 
Texas Quarterly when he was 
Democratic leader of the Sen­ 
ate. 
It begins: 
“ I am a free man, an Ameri­ 
can, a United States senator, 
and a Democrat in that order. 
“I am a liberal, a conserva­ 
tive, a Texan, a taxpayer, a 
rancher, a businessman, a con­ 
sumer, a parent, a voter, and 
not as young as I used to be nor 
as old as I expect to be—and I 
am all these things in no fixed 
order. 
Some excerpts: 
“ First, I believe every Ameri­ 
can has something to say and, 
under our system, a right to an 
audience. 
“Second, I believe there is 
always a national answer to 
each national problem, and, be­ 
lieving this, I do not believe that 
there are necessarily two sides 
to every question. 
“Third, I regard achievement 
of the full potential of our re­ 
sources — physical, human and 
otherwise — to be the highest 
purpose of governmental poli 
cies next to the protection of 
those rights we regard as inal­ 
ienable. 
“Fourth, I regard waste as 
the continuing enemy of our so­ 
ciety 
and 
the 
prevention 
of 
waste — waste of resources, 
waste of lives, or waste of op­ 
portunity — to be the most dy­ 
namic of the responsibilities of 
our government.”

(AP) — South Viet Nam has its 
own Florence Nightingales of 
the air, a platoon of hardy girl 
paratroopers trained to jump 
with the troops in combat. 
They are all trained nurses. 
Their talents were demonstra­ 
ted in a recent exhibition when 
they leaped out of lumbering 
C47s high over Saigon and land­ 
ed in the Saigon River. 
They were right on target. 
Dragging waterproof medical 
kits behind them, they swam to 
the river bank and were soon 
administering first aid to sever­ 
al paratroopers who were in­ 
jured in the jump. 
But not before they showed 
they were women first. They 
attended to such feminine requi­ 
sites as lipstick and combing 
their hair before tending to first 
aid. 
No doubt they were working 
on the premise that a wounded 
soldier wants a nurse as beauti­ 
ful as she is competent. 
The paratroop nurses are giv­ 
en the same rigorous training as

This discharge reacts 
with the ions already in the 
air to change the positive-nega­ 
tive balance. 
Wright said moisture begins to 
build up around the ions in 
droplets. This process, known as 
nucleation, is taken over and 
continued by nature once man 
has triggered it with the ions 
from the wire. Once started, 
the rainstorm—or snow storm - 
must run its natural course and 
cannot be cut short or regulated 
with the equipment that set it 
off.

President L y n d o n Johnson 
has said, apropos of Christmas 
and the 
coming 
New 
Year, 
that “these are the most hope­ 
ful times in all tile years since 
Christ was born in Bethlehem." 
Well, it s nice to think so. But 
if the hope is to be sustained on 
the materialistic levels mention­ 
ed by the President — the era­ 
dication of war and poverty,1 
the elimination of disease — it 
is going to take some doing 
From the vantage 
point of 
this column, which cannot for­ 
get the supreme irony that the i 
present “ peace" of the world 
depends on the maintenance of 
matching nuclear “overkills” by 
two great antipathetic powers. 
it would appear that the Presi­ 
dent’s 
assertion 
rests on the 
faith defined as “ the substance 
of things hoped for, the 
evi­ 
dence of things not seen.” It is 
good that the President has such 
faith. But he might be remind­ 
ed that the victory that eame 
out of Bethlehem was no easy 
one: in fact, it took decades and 
even 
centuries of the m o s t 
strenuous 
sort 
of 
missionary 
work to infuse the West with the 
spirit of Christianity, and there 
are those who say that even now 
the job is far from complete. 
What the President is really 
calling for is a spiritual dedi­ 
cation that will manifest itself 
in 
material victories in this 
world, 
which 
has 
its way of 
proving more ornery and refrac­ 
tory than any hope of Heaven. 
To give Lyndon Johnson the best 
of it, he has b e g u n well. In 
his decision to help the Belgian 
paratroopers rescue the hostag­ 
es in the Congo he tacitly com­ 
mitted the LTnited States to the 


proposition that tropical Africa i 
will not be permitted to become 
the Spanish Civil War of the 
mid-Nineteen Sixties. 
It will take a good deal of ac­ 
tive Pauline dedication to finish 
what was so auspiciously begun, 
for the President w i l l not only 
he attacked head-on by the Com­ 
munist “anti 
colonial" Left, he 
will also be subjected to fire 
from some of his own “liberal” 
supporters who fall for the se­ 
mantic gabble about “horrible 
mercenaries” and the necessity 
to get off the hook of " n e o ­ 
colonialism.” Still, Lyndon John­ 
son is the same tough pragma­ 
tist who put Thomas Mann 
in 
charge of his Latin American 
program, and the Loft hasn’t 
won a good victory below the 
Rio Grande River since Mr. 
Mann took over. Is it too much 
to hope that the President will 
be able to find a Thomas Mann 
for Africa? 
Then there is the 
Panama 
business, in which the President 
has won a qualified victory by 
shifting the terms of the prob­ 
lem. He has focused the atten­ 
tion of the world on a new Pan­ 
ama Canal whose use to all na­ 
tions would certainly be guar­ 
anteed 
by 
the 
United States, 
I even though the symbols of sov- 
i ereigntv might rest with a group 
' of western nations. The draw­ 
back to the Johnson proposition 
, is that at least two countries 
are going 
to be disappointed 
when the site for the new canal 
is finally chosen. If the award 
goes to Panama, as Is most like­ 
ly. 
Nicaragua 
and 
Colombia. 
the alternate aspirants, will be 
tempted to murmur against the 


arbitrariness of the Yanquis. 
Even so, the creation of a new 
canal, 
with 
appropriate safe­ 
guards for its use, would be a 
major victory in the war against 
poverty that is being fought in 
Peru, Chile, and other Latin 
American nations on the Pacif- j 
ic side of the Americas. 
The main obstacle to the con 
quest of poverty and disease in 
the world is the belief that pri­ 
vate enterprise and colonialism 
are mutually dependent forces.

eight inches wide, but it has 
many tetacles that can extend as 
far as 50 to IOO feet. 
Tiny beadlike cells containing 
poison barbs cover the entire 
l e n g t h of the tentacles. If- 
sufficient poison is injected into 
a human, it can cause a very se­ 
vere reaction. 
A man - of - war s t i n g feels 
like a red - hot whiplash. T h e 
first intense pain may last for 
an hour. After the pain subsides, 
the stings produce welts which 
may t a k e as long as t h r e e 
months to disappear. 
Most beaches post warnings 
that f o r b i d swimming w h e n 
these offensive creatures a r e 
spotted in the area. 
But hundreds of them 
are 
w a s h e d onto the shore, parti­ 
cularly in the early spring, and 
many people are stung acciden­ 
tally by stepping on the tentacles 
of a dying man-of-war. 
There are many other jellyfish 
which also sting humans, b u t 
most of them are merely irritat­ 
ing and relatively harmless. 
Anyone who is s t u n g by a 
man-of-war should, of course, 
seek professional help immedi­ 
ately.

CLEVELAND (AP) — Cleve­ 
land has ended the rule of the 
West in the National Football 
League by exploding the myth 
of Baltim ore’s super-team on a 
grey, wintery Sunday afternoon. 
When Frank Ryan, Gary Col­ 
lins, Jim Brown and Co. fin­ 
ished ram bling over the shocked 
Colts 27-0, they had exposed 
Johnny Unitas and Lenny Moore 
as ordinary m ortals, not super­ 
men. 
Because Baltimore rolled to 
l l straight victories in the West 
and wound up with a brilliant 
12-2 record, the Colts had been 
installed 
as 
solid 
seven-point 
favorites to chase the Browns 
into Lake Erie. 
The 
Colts’ 
superm en 
were 
supposed 
to 
rush 
Ryan 
so 
fiercely that he would spend the 
day flat on his back, scanning 
the snow clouds overhead. 
Baltim ore’s 
w e 1 1-balanced 
offense was expected to shatter 
the Browns’ defense, poorest in 
the league in the season statis­ 
tics, and expose their pass de­ 
fenders as inept pretenders. 
To the 
contrary, 
Ryan was 
thrown for a loss only once. The 
m athem atical 
wizard 
threw 
three touchdown passes and out­ 
played the great Unitas. 
Collins set a playoff record by 
grabbing three scoring passes 
and Brown bulldozed the Colts’ 
league-leading defense for 114 
yards on 27 carries and also 
caught three passes for 37 addi­ 
tional yards. 
Just to rub it in, 40-year-old 
Lou Groza kicked two more 
field goals and ran his point to­ 
tal to a record 49 in eight cham ­ 
pionship games. 
All of this was a delight to 
most of the 79,544 fans in the 
vast wind-swept stadium on the 
lake front. In the final seconds, 
they demolished the goal posts 
at one end of the field while the 
officials let the final 26 seconds 
tick away. 
The West had won six of the 
last seven title gam es and had 
hum iliated the E ast by running 
up a 10-4 score in inter-confer­ 
ence play during the regular 
season. 
Until the aroused Browns end­ 
ed the string, the only E astern 
trium ph since 1956 had been 
Philadelphia’s 
17-13 
squeaker 
over Green Bay in 1960. Detroit, 
Baltimore, Green Bay and Chi­ 
cago all had taken turns, de­ 
flowering the pride of the East. 
Both Coach Blanton Collier of 
the Browns and Don Shula of 
the Colts, a unique teacher-stu- 
dent combination, 
had 
based 
their game plans on ball con­ 
trol. Each tried to establish — 
to use a coaching word — their 
ground game. Collier succeeded 


and Shula didn’t. It was as sim ­ 
ple as that. 
After a scoreless first half, the 
Browns struck quickly for 17 
points in the third quarter with 
the help of two short punts of 25 
and 27 yards by the Colts’ Tom 
Gilburg 
against a 20 mile-an- 
hour wind. 
Groza’s 43-yard field goal was 
the 
first 
blow. 
Then 
cam e 
R yan’s 18-yard scoring toss to 
Collins, the 6-foot-4 flanker from 
M aryland, and Ryan’s 42-yard 
TD pass to the sam e powerful 
receiver. 
When the Colts dug in and 
stopped the Browns on the goal 
line early in the final period, 
Cleveland had to settle for a 
nine-yard field goal by Groza. 
R yan’s 51-yard pitch to Col­ 
lins, who made a most rem ark­ 
able catch in heavy traffic, con­ 
cluded the scoring. 
It was the Browns’ first title 
since 1955 and 
the first 
since 
Jim Brown joined the club as a 
rookie in 1957. They were beaten 
by Detroit in that ’57 game. In 
fact, the West still holds a lop­ 
sided 20-12 edge in the annual 
championship 
gam e 
series, 
thanks largely to the Bears and 
Packers. 
Ryan’s abilities as a q u arter­ 
back had been questioned by 
many, including some Cleveland 
fans, during several in-and-out 
perform ances. No more. Ryan 
hit with l l of 18 for 206 yards, 
Unitas with 12 of 20 for 95 yards. 
“They just couldn’t stop Jim ­ 
my (Brown) and that slowed up 
their 
rushing 
on 
m e,” 
said 
Ryan. “ If Jim m y w asn’t hu­ 
m an, I would have run him on 
every play.’’ 
“ As I’ve said before, there’s 
no team in the NFL that can 
defense the Cleveland Browns. 
When we lose, we beat our­ 
selves.” 
The Browns, who had sm arted 
under the lash of their many 
critics, broke into the dressing 
room yelling, “ How’s that for 
laugh cham ps?” 
An 
unnam ed 
NFL 
coach 
allegedly had m ade such a dis­ 
paraging 
rem ark 
about 
the 
Browns earlier in the season 
“ Everybody 
picked 
us 
to 
lose,” said Dick Modzelewski, 
who had known titles before 
when he played with the New 
York Giants. “ We shut them 
out. T hat’s the best p art.” 
Collins won the car that is 
awarded by a magazine to the 
outstanding player but it was 
difficult to single out any one 
Cleveland 
player. 
Ryan 
was 
superb. So was Brown. The of­ 
fensive line gave Ryan great 
protection and the defense out­ 
did itself. 


Shula pointed to his team ’s 
failure in giving up the ball 
twice on fumbles and twice on 
interceptions. Unitas had been 
intercepted only six tim es dur­ 
ing the regular 14-game season. 
“ We had zero points on the 
scoreboard,” 
said 
Shula. 
“ I 
w asn’t satisfied 
with 
anyone. 
Their defense did a heck of a 


job but we couldn’t get anything 
done. They got us backed into 
the corner and we couldn’t get 
out.” 
If it proved nothing else, the 
gam e proved that teacher some­ 
tim es knows hest. Collier used 
to be Shula’s boss when he was 
head coach at Kentucky and 
Shula was an assistant.
